CANADIAN RockreS. JIT SEEMS THE RIDING PANTS SHE RENTED FOR THE TWENTY 
MILE JOURNEY EITHER WERE TOO TIGHT OR HER YOUNG HORSE TOO PEPPERY, BE=- 
CAUSE HER FINE MESS OF MOUNTAIN TROUT DID NOT TASTE SO GOOD WHEN EATEN 
STANDING UP. 


Durinc WORLDWaR I.,4 CALL WAS MADE FOR YOUNG WOMEN TO HELP WITH THE 
WAR EFFORT. SOME WERE TO WORK IN CANTEENS, SOME AS ENTERTAINERS, WHILE 
OTHERS WERE TO BECOME LABORATORY TECHNICIANS, AND MARJORIE CHOSE THE 
LAST,- WHICH WAS TO PLAY SUCH AN IMPORTANT PART IN HER PROFESSIONAL 
CAREER. UNDER Docrors PaRK AND KRUMWIEDE SHE STUDIED BACTERIOLOGY AND 
IMMUNOLOGY, AND, WHEN THE WAR WAS OVER, SHE SERVED AS A LABORATORY TECH 
NICIAN aT THE NeEwaRK EYE AND EaR INFIRMARY. AT THE SAME TIME SHE TOOK

Up Tro THIS TIME Mrss PATTERSON WAS DOING ADVANCED BIO-CHEMICAL RE- 
SEARCH WITHOUT A COLLEGE DEGREE SO SHE DECIDED TO GO BACK TO SCHOOL, 
TAKING PRE-MEDICAL WORK AT WASHINGTON SQUARE COLLEGE WHERE SHE RECEIVED 
HER B.S. DEGREE. THERE WERE SEVERAL DOCTORS ON BOTH SIDES OF HER FAMILY 
AND THIS PROBABLY DECIDED HER TO STUDY MEDICINE.

Stupyrne unper Dr. C.C. BURLINGAME, SHE REALIZED AGAIN THAT SHE NEEDED 
FURTHER STUDIES IN THE FIELD OF MEDICINE. AGAIN SHE WAS DOING MEDICAL 
WORK WITHOUT A DEGREE. SHE SAYS SHE GOT INTO MEDICINE BY WAY OF THE 
BACK DOOR, DOING HER POST-GRADUATE STUDIES FIRST, THEN GETTING HER DE- 
GREES LATER. MARJORIE THEN ENTERED THE SECOND YEAR CLASS AT BOSTON 
UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF MEDICINE AND GRADUATED In 1945, FOLLOWING ONE YEAR 
OF ROTATING INTERNSHIP AT THE JERSEY CrTy MeprcaL CENTER SHE DECIDED TO 
STUDY RHEUMATIC DISEASES AND BECOME A RESIDENT AT THE HOSPITAL FOR
